Minutes CWNA Annual Meeting. Feb. 10,1996 

The meeting was called to order by President Tom Hallenbeck. at Coco s 
Restaurant. 2850 S. Havana. .Aurora CO. at 5:05 PM. Seventeen people were 
m attendance. Once Ricky Walsh arrived at 5:30 all officers and board 
members were represented. A1 Mucklebust was not m attendance, but was 
represented through proxy by Jerry Morgan. 

The minutes of the previous July 8.1995 board meetmg were approved as 
published m the January 1996 •'Newsletter”. Allen Nye made a motion that 
Jerry Morgan be formally approved as Secretaiy/Treasurer for the remamder 
of the term of office. Seconded and passed unanimously. Jerry Morgan 
submitted the "Membership Report”. Allen Nye moved it be approved. 
Seconded and passed unanimously. Jerry Morgan submitted the "Treasurers 
Report”. Allen Nye moved it be approved subject to audit. Seconded and 
passed unanimously . .Allen Nye made a motion that membership m the 
CWNA be a pre-condition for dealers to be eligible to have table space at the 
August 8-11, 1996 CWNA pre-show Seconded and passed unanimously 

Jerry Morgan as Show Chairman gave a brief show report during which he 
mdicated all table space was sold. He answered many questions about the 
show. He said show profits will largely depend on how many sleeping rooms 
the dealers rent at the Marriott. The Show Committee of Jerry Morgan, Tom 
Hallenbeck. and Chuck Wishon was given "Carte Blanche” approval at a 
pnor board meeting to run the show at their discretion. 

There was an animated discussion concemmg the number and types of 
commemorative medals to be issued at the show. Tom Hallenbeck 
emphasized the need to commemorate this event as the “first officially 
sanctioned ANA pre-show”. Chuck Wishon took over for Bill McCurdy as 
“Medal Person” presenting five medal designs for board consideration. Allen 
Nye made a motion that up to 250 medals be produced in bronze and/or silver 
as decided by the Medals Committee with number one retained by the 
CWT4A. Seconded and carried unanimously. A “straw poll” was taken of all 
present to choose the most popular design. The “so-called dollar” won with 
nine out of seventeen in favor. The “Denver Skyline” design came m second 
with five in favor. Tom Hallenbeck appointed Tim Martin, Vince DePrimo, 
and himself to the Medal Committee. Jerry Morgan made a motion the medals 
be produced and sold through the Ken Hallenbeck Coin Gallery, Inc. 
Seconded and passed unanimously . 

A discussion ensued concerning the division of show profits. Alien Nye made 
a motion that 50% of the profits go directly to the CWNA, 20% go to a show 
fund that member clubs could borrow from to finance their show, 10% be 
distributed to all C^VNA member clubs ivithout condition, and 20% be 
distributed to member clubs based on their participation at the shows. Ricky 
Walsh made an amendment to the motion that part of the profits going to the 
CWNA be put in a three year c.d. No second. Amendment motion failed. 
Allen Nye's motion passed with Ricky Walsh voting no. 

Allen Nye made a motion that elected CWNA Officers and Board Members' 
time spent at the shows be credited toward the CWNA and not member clubs 
to which they may belong in calculating the division of profits. Motion 
seconded and passed unanimously. Allen Nye volunteered to be time keeper 
in keepmg track of the hours member club members put in at the show. Jerry 
Morgan as Show Chauman appomted Allen Nye as time keeper. 

Alan Mucklebust was nommated by various members to be the 1996 Person 
of the Year. Chuck Wishon made a motion that Mr. Mucklebust be awarded 
the honor. Seconded and passed unanimously. 

Jerry Morgan led a discussion on the need to consider amending the by-laws 
to allow more time for finding nominees for office. Stressed the need to get 
more people to run for CWNA office from the coin clubs north of Denver. 
Allen Nye was appomted Chairman of the Election Committee by Tom 
Hallenbeck for the upcommg elections this fall. 


Allen Nye made a motion that all CWNA members m Attendance who are m 
good standing be bought dinner after the meetmg adjourns Seconded and 
passed unanimously. Andy Breakey made a motion to adjourn. Seconded and 
passed unanimously. A good time was had by all.

No More Double Dies ! 

On May 13, 1996 the Denver Mint opened it's new state of the art Die Shop. 
Now, not only are coins struck m Denver but the dies are produced here also. 
One of the many new machines that produce dies is the hubbing machine. The 
master hub is pressed at incredible pressure into the waiting die. For the first 
time m the United States this process is only done once. In Philadelphia, the 
hubbing is done twice. Occasionally making the infamous "double die". The 
die m Philly is hubbecL then hubbed agam to inhance the detail. The dies were 
then shipp^ to the different mints. Now that Denver has it’s own Die Shop 
the need to receive dies from Philly is gone, along with possibihty of makmg 
double die errors. So keep looking through your change, but only look at the 
coins with the “P” for the mint mark. Maybe there will develop some other 
errors coming out of Denver, but the double die won't be one of them.
